A LI Pot-hearbs muſk be ſowne thicke, and but thin⸗ 
ly couered, not abone th2& fingers, Til heat bes 
which cabbage muſt be ſowne thicke, and deeper coue⸗ 
red, as a Handful! at the leaſt, and in their remoutng 
planted thin, and well fixed into the carth. All rooreg 
muſt be ſowne deepe and thin, almoſt a ſoote,erther let 
into the ground, o2 ſtrewed in deepe furrowes, digged 
and laid vp fo2 the purpoſe, after the quantitieof your 
ſeede. It you ſow hardly a handfull, then map you ſet 
them one by one into the ground: but if you ſow a great 
quantitte, turne bp your earth into te&pe furrowes, 
and tn the bol tome thereof ſcatter your ſede, and then 
rake it into a lcuell, and you ſhall not onely ſave much 
labour, but reape much pꝛollt.

Soples, being d2y gathered (thoſe that be winter⸗ 
trutt in the old of the monte) will be beſt kept, if eucry 
lozt be lard by tt ſelfe (without any fallings among 
them) vpon bare boards, oꝛ a plaiſter-flooze, till S. 
Andrevves tide,the thinner they lve the better: the place 
muſt be ſom what cloſe, but not on the ground. Jn froſt 
couer them thicke with fine hay oz barleyc"affe.
